PRISON DIETARY SCALE. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH ) 

An "oO was made for the production of 
the Mountjoy Prison dietary scale by the 
Secretary of the Ministry of Justice at the 
hearing to-day of the case against the Dublin 
Union Commissioners to show cause why they 
refused applications from a number of alleged 
destitute persons in Dublin for outdoor relief. 

The plaintiffs in the suit were:—Mary 
O'Connor, 38 North Cumberland street; Mrs, 
Mary Anne Healy, 61 Fitzwilliam lane; 
Edward Tierney, 49¢ Corporation place, and 
Sarah Dempsey, 15 Verschoyle place, who 
alleged that repeated applications -hy them 
for relief had been refused by the Commis- 
sioners, though they were destitute and 
entitled to be chargeable on the funds of the 
Union. 

Mr. William Black, who, with Mr. Jeilett, 
K.C., and Mr, Gavan Duffy, K.C. (instructed 
by Mr. T. P. Robinson), appeared for the 
plaintiffs, made the application for the 
attendance of the Secretary of the Ministry 
of Justice and the production by him of the 
dietary scale of the inmates of Mountjoy 
Prison. 

Counsel said that the action was listed for 
hearing to-day, and the idea of the present 
motion was to get the Secretary of the 
Ministry of Justice, who is now the proper 
official in control of the Prisons Board, to 
produce at the trial the scale of dietary ‘and 
the orders and regulations in that respect in 
regard to the prisoners of the several grades

Reading the other day an account of 
an assault upon a castle by Royalist 
troops in Ireland during the campaigns 
of 1641, I was brought to a halt by the 
information that, ‘‘ having completed 
their sow,’’ they advanced to the attack. 
It seemed a curious thing to indulge in 
an orgy of pork before battle. After a 
little research I discovered that the term 
“sow” concealed a machine much 
favoured in those times for attacking 
walled positions. It is a hollow tube of 
wood, covered with hides, and set upon 
wheels. Within, like the Trojan horse, 
were concealed men armed with picks and 
crowbars, who, protected by the sow, were 
able to undermine the stonework. The 
whole contraption recalled to my mind 
those machines of which one reads in 
the pages of ancient historians of Greek 
and Roman warfare. These same troops 
were not so lucky in their attempt to 
get over the absence of artillery by con- 
triving a leather cannon. This engine 
exploded, blowing out its breach and 
causing damage among the gunners rather 
than among the enemy.

A Brilliant Bacteriologist. 


Dr. George F. W. Tinsdale, B.Ch., 
B.A.0., B.Sc., who is regarded as one 
of the most promising medical men of 
the younger generation in Belfast, has 
just been appointed bacteriologist and 
pathologist to the Belfast Corporation. 
Dr. Tinsdale attained some remarkable 
successes in his student days. He was 
formerly a student at the Belfast Model 
School, from which he obtained the First 
Charters Exhibition into the Roval 
Belfast Academy. Here he remained for 
four years, and, during that time he 
distinguished himself by winning first 
place in Treland in the Intermediate 
Examinations, and the Porter Exhibition 
and entrance tnto.Queen’s University 
Dr. Tinsdale was awarded the Musgrave 
| Prize in Patholovy in his undergraduate 
davs, and in 1925 he secured, with first- 
class honours, the degrees of M.B., B.Ch. 
and B.A.O. He then entered into a 
period of training in the Royal Victoria 
Hospital. where he carried on research 
work under Professor Thompson, and 
later he became associated with Professor 
Symmers. of Queen’s University. Shortly 
after this he took hie R.Sc decree and 
became Riddel demonstrator in pathology 
and bacteriology. In 1928 he began to per- 
form the duties of bhacteriologist to the 
City, a post to which he has now been 
officially appointed. 


Ghe Prince’s * Plaiers.” 


Wh > reading recently’ the Diary of 
the first Earl of Cork, I came across the 
following entry under the date February 
lith, 1615:—‘‘ Given the prince’s plaiers, 
22d.”’ This payment was, apparently, 
made at Youghal; for, on the 17th of the 
same month, Sir Richard Boyle, as he 
then was, records his departure for 
Dublin. In the Council Book of the 
Youghal Corporation there is an: entry 
under the year 1625, recording a payment 
to “the King’s Players’ of 5s. Were 
these companies of actors strolling players 
from London? Unfortunately, neither the 
Diary nor the Council Book throws any 
light on their identity. 

Twenty years after the Earl of Cork 
made a few further notes on the drama in 
Dublin. In January, 1634, he records: 
“I was invited by the Lord Deputy, and 
botn dined and supped with him. Saw 
a play acted by his Lordship’s gentle- 
men.” On January 6th, 1636, there is a 
further entry, which also preserves a very 
rare example of the Earls punning. It 
reads thus:—‘‘ My family to dinner (at 
the Lord Deputy’s).... The Lord 
Deputy and I lost at “ mawe”’ six pieces 
cach of 5s. to the Lord Chancellor and 
Lord Moore. We saw a tragedy in the 
Parliament House, and which was tragical 
we had no supper.”’

Where Ireland's Trade is Made. 


There is a street in Dublin rarely 
frequented except by those on serious 
business bent ; yet it is probably the most 
important quarter of the city. William 
street, which is situated behind the South 
City Markets, is the Mecca of the dis- 
tributing agents from all parts of the 
world. Their offices are grouped in many 
old houses, once the fashionable section of 
old Dublin. To-day these agents are in 
keen competition for Ireland’s trade, and 
within the past few years the agents of 
Irish manufacturers also have established 
themselves in the same location. A few 
days ago I passed through this quarter and 
noticed that our Irish woollen merchants, 
sweet manufacturers and others are gradu- 
ally opening their offices and making 
William street their headquarters. Many 
of the old houses contain beautiful stair- 
cases and some beautiful old fanlights, 
and fine metal work is still to be seen; 
but others have been so completely changed 
in the interiors, in the reconstruction for 
offices and better space, that they have been 
destroyed. The inhabitants, no doubt, are 
more concerned with Ireland's future 
trade than with her past grandeur. 


The Cuckoo Clock. 


This is'2 great year for Schonwald, in 
the Black Yorest ; for in the summer it 
will witness the bicentenary commemora- 
tion of Anton Ketterer, who, as everybody 
knows, inventel the cuckoo clock.

uctor in a farcical talkie makes a parti- 
cularly boastful remark, or announces his 
intention of doing something dashing, the 
cuckoo will come in again, this time with 
a definitely mocking intonation of the 
fatal word. Although this never fails fo 
fill the victim with passion. still they. are 
pleasant enough little contrivances, and we 
ought to be grateful to Herr Ketterer, and 
hope that all his clocks may be on strike

Wagner and His Dog. 


I notice that a recent sensational book, 
entitled ‘‘ The Truth About Wagner,” 
alleged to be based on the Burrell col- 
lection of Wagner's letters, has given rise 
to a good deal of controversy. We have 
had such a surfeit of these revelations 
ee about famous men of 
— 4 late that it may be 
of interest to recall 
an agreeable aspect of 
the great musician’s 
nature. Wagner was 
deeply attached to 
his dog, and often 
asserted that. the 
animal helped him 
to compose “ Tann- 
hauser.”” The dog 
would wag his tail 
at his master’s best 
efforts, and express 
disapproval by snarl- 
ing at certain 
passages that di’ not appeal to him. 
When Wagner was in exile at Zurich 
he used to take his dog Peps with 
him on long walks, during which he was 
in the habit of thinking aloud and de- 
claiming bitterly against his enemies. 
Peps would snarl and bark furiously in 
reinforcement of his master’s wrath, and 
then run to him to be praised and petted. 
The “ human ” Peps, as Wagner called 
him, died in his master’s arms at the age 
of thirteen, and the great musician was as 
inconsolable as Byron at the death of his 
dog Boatswain, whom he placed higher 
than any human friend. 


Musician and ‘Poet. 
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RICHARD WAGNER. 


There are many who believe that 
Wazgner’s fame as a great dramatic artist 
will outlive his reputation as a musician. 
On one occasion a very enthusiastic 
Wagnerite was holding forth to Sir L. 
Alma-Tadema on the poetical and 
musical genius of the master, who, he sug- 
gested, should be ranked above Beethoven 
and Schiller in the hierarchy of art. 
‘* Yes,” replied Alma-Tadema quietly, “I 
am quite prepared to admit that Wagner

A friend recently back from Siam has

The kites ire of every shape—some look 
like beetles, others like stars, and they 
are designated “ male’’ and “ female,” 
according to size, and given proper names, 
The cords are so cleverly manipulated by 
the owners that presently a battle is goin 
on between a large and a small kite, eac 
twisting and turning in an endeavour to 
get its cord wrapped around that of the 
other, while betting goes on keenly 
amongst the spectators. At length one of 
the kites succeeds in entangling another, 
and brings it ignominiously to the ground ; 
and; when the sport is over for the day, 
no Western tennis racquet or set of golf 
clubs could be put away more carefully 
than these rice-paper kites are placed in 
waterproof covers; for weeks of careful 
work go to their making. A learned 
treatise has been recently written on this 
ancient sport, and an exact etiquette and 
code of rules governs all procedure.

An Irish Exorcist. 


A correspondent writes:—Your para- 
graph on Valentine Greatrakes, the 
Stroaker, recalls his immediate pre- 
decessor. It is said of Greatrakes that 
‘not long after his practices in London 
he went out like the snuff of a candle, just 
as Finachty did.” 

James Finachty was born in Connaught 
in 1625. He was the servant of a Jesuit 
in Tuam. About 1657 he began the public 
practice of exorcism. It is said that he 
drew after him ‘crowds of fifteen 
hundred and more through woods, 
mountains and rocks.”’ Persons were 
often trodden to death in their eagerness 
to come to him. 

His’ methods of miracle-working were 
extremely simple. If the patient were 
deaf, he would blow long and hard in his 
ear. In the case of the halt and the 
lame. he crossed the ailing limb and by 
signs and passes drove out the devil 


through the limbs. 


Exposure. 
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Finachty was brought to London to 
cure the blindness of a Court lady, 
but failed, and his request to the Queen’s 
Almoner for a permit to cure publicly 
was refused. Soon after this he fell 
into disrepute with his clergy and 
nearly underwent trial as a wizard. 
While staying in Dublin at the house 
of a Mr. Southwell, he was visited 
by Sir William Petty, the economist. 
After a tactful opening, Sir William 
challenged Finachty to cure a wart he 
had. Finachty undertook the task, and 
twice went through the ceremony, but to 
no avail. After much hedging he at last 
accepted a wager of £100 with Petty as to 
who would cure the greater number. The 
contest was fixed for the following week. 
That night Finaghty . departed from 
Dublin and his fame ended “ like the 
snuff of a candle.” A little book of 
miracles which he wrote is now a rarity. 


Ghe Crocus. 


The crocus flames, now lightening our 
parks and gardens, ‘meet with a rapturous 
welcome not from the poet, but from 
the prosaic sparrow. Why Philip 
Sparrow loves to make a meal of yellow 
crocus buds is a problem naturalists and 
botanists have attempted to solve, without 
agreement, but every gardener is pain- 
fully aware of the damage he does, With 
humans, also, crocuses, especially the old 
saffron varieties, were for long a favourite 
adjunct of the table, and West of England 
housewives still flavour their cakes with 
saffron. Some may even emulate their 
forebears in brewing a . decoction from 
saffron which was held in great esteem

A NEW SIERRA PLAY. 
i &—-—. 
That staid and stolid men will insist upon 
ing frivolous women is certainly a 
sd business for novelists and dramatists. 
Were it not so, the new play by Maria and 
Gregorio Sierra, which was staged for the 
first time in an English translation at the 
Peacock Theatre last night, would never 
have been written, But it would have been 
a pity if “ Mama ” had never been written, 
because it is one of these calmly domestic 
plays of which the Sierras have made a 
speciality. 

An American critic insists that the Sierras 
are nothing more than Sir J. M. Barrie in 
mantilla and cape; but that, again, is not 
sufficient to explain them, and still less does 
it condemy them as the critic intended that 
it should. Their plays are not at all 
“ dramatic,’ they are not at all sensational, 
there is nothing of the stamping and fuming 
school about them; but they do interest 
audiences in theatres in all parts of the 
world. 

“ Mama " is as slight as any other Sierra 
play, as slight in texture as ' The Two 
Shepherds,” ‘‘The Kingdom of God,” “The 
Cradle Song,” or “ The Romantic Young 
Lady,” with all of which Dublin audiences 
hre familiar. Santiago, a solid manufacturer, 
had married Mercedes because she was 
exactly the reverse of himself. 


A DEBT OF HONOUR. 

When she reached an age when her 
daughter, Cecilia, was old. enough to leave 
school and have a ‘‘ coming-out ” dance, she 
had also involved herself in a debt of honour 
to one Don Alfonso de Heredia, “ Don Juan, 
Byron and the Devil all in one.” She~ had 
borrowed 10,000 pesetas to gamble, and she 
had lost; so when Don Fernando made love 
to her she found that the debt had to be 
repaid immediately. Tell her husband she 
could not; for at the moment she had chosen 
for confession he held in his hand a sheaf of 
bills for over 6,000 pesetas spent on dress 
and amusement. Her father, the adventurer 
who lived by his wits, could not help her 
because he was in need of 4,000 pesetas him- 
self. When Jose Maria, her son, drew the 
money from his father’s account at the bank 
withoyt permission the entire business had 
to be revealed. Santiago believed at first 
that the money was for the worthless father- 
in-law, Don Fernando, and this led to a very 
fine scene between the two, at which Don 
Fernando announced that the ‘sexes 
act upon different Commandments.”’ This 
matter of the money. the main theme 
of the story, was ultimately to bring about a 
reconciliation between Santiago and Mercedes. 
“Why didn’t you permit me to enter your 
life as a wife rather than as a friend” 
Mercedes asks, and ‘‘ Why was your cash- 
book always a secret matter?” When both 
confess their follies and their blindness, a 
way was opened for reconciliation. 


FROM MOTHER TO DAUGHTER. 
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The secondary story, which involves Cecilia 
with Don Alfonso, is very defily used to 
buttress the main story. Rejected by the 
mother, the Don Juan woos the daughter; 
slowly he wears down her shyness until she 
had consented to meet him in the early morn- 
ing, when her mother believed her to be at 
Mass. At the crucial moment the mother 
enters the room, overhears the arrangement, 
and tells the daughter the character of the 
man. This is one of the really fine scenes in 
the play, finely acted by Mrs. J. Hill Tulloch. 
Miss Carmel McCarry and Mr. A. J. 
Leventhal. 

Another beatuiful scene was that in which 
the two childrey, Cecilia and Jose Maria, tell 
of the loneliness and the longings of their 
school lives, und the disillusionment of the 
home they had found. Here Mr. Michael 
Corbett, as Jose, and Miss McCarry really 
thrilled the audience for the first and only 
time in the entire play. 

The acting of Mr. Gabriel Fallon as San- 
tiago, Mr. Denis Peters as Fernando, Mr. T 
Purefoy as Mauricio, and the Misses Molly 
Maxwell and Gladys Maher as the young 
girls, Anita and Marta, was adequate and 
convincing. Occasionally the dialogue was 
carried in such a low voice that even in a 
little theatre there was difficulty in catchin 
the words. If the actors would bear in mind 
the existence of "buses in the street outside 
they would pitch their voices a little higher, 
and Mr. Michael Corbett must take care of 
his accent if he is to be a success on the 
stage. 

The translation was made by A. C. 
Wheeler from the Spanish, and, if it be 
oceasionally jarring, it seemed faithful 
enough. The settings were one of the very 
attractive features in the evening s entertain- 
ment; colourful, harmonious, yet subdued, 
they really added considerably to the play. 
This is the first occasion upon which Madame 
Maria Sierra, long the collaborator of her 
husband in his dramatic work, has been ; ub- 
licly acknowledged as part author of the play. 
Those who like quiet drama, well acted and 
staged, will be well.advised to visit the 
Peacock Theatre this week.

From a Spectat CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Monday. 

HE other day a hint was given by the 

High Sheriff that the rates of 
Belfast will probably be increased next 
year, as the present slight decrease was 
due to fortunate circumstances and not to 
any economies effected in administration 
by the Corporation. Expensive schemes 
cannot be carried out without additional 
cost, and it seems as if the various pro- 
posals to reduce expenditure made from 
time to time in official reports by experts 
have been either shelved or forgotten. 
The Lord Mayor’s prediction, a few weeks 
ago, that there would be an increase of 
at least a shilling in the £, although 
obviously premature, may yet be realised. 
Another suggestion of increased rates 
comes from Mr. David Adams, J.P., a 
prominent member of the Belfast Water 
Board, who informed a meeting of Cromac 
Ward Unionists, during the week-end, 
that the city water rates will be increased 
as soon the large reservoir in the 
Mourne Mountains is completed. He 
mentioned that all the troubles in con- 
nection with the scheme have been over- 
come, but, as the undertaking will have 
to be paid for, the rate, unfortunately, 
must be increased, although not imme- 
diately. It was intended, added Mr. 
Adams, to sell the water to the small 
townships around Belfast, and the money 
so obtained would go towards the redemp- 
tion of the debt on the undertaking, with 
the result that the rate would eventually 
balance itself in the interests of the 
people.

With the passage of the years, the com- 
plaints about the border separating the 
Irish people and interfering with national 
organisations are becoming more and 
more frequent. The learned professions, 
both North and South, have declared that 
for them the dividing line does not exist, 
and in musical and art circles the sanie 
ideal prevails, the politicians and their 
henchmen being about the only people 
who do not include the whole of Ireland 
in their vision. The Irish soldiers who 
returned from the War and are now 
banded together in the British Legion ol 
the Free State and Northern Ireland divi- 
sions, do not want to be separated, and 
the expressions of opinion in that respect 
at the meeting of the organisation im 
Dublin a few days ago have created much 
interest and comment in Belfast. 

The references made to separation by 
the distinguished Ulster officer, General 
Young, have made a strong impression. 
In his appeal for unity among ex-Service 
men in the Northern and Southern areas, 
he said they should not allow politics to 
enter into their ranks, even although a 
political partition had been imposed on 
their beloved country. Then came Mr. 
S. A. Byers, another well-known Ulster- 
man, who declared that ex-Service men 
did not recognise any boundary, express- 
ing the hope, at the same time, that they 
would become a consolidated body 
throughout Ireland. 

It is generally admitted that when the 
ex-Service men trusted to the promises of 
politicians they relied on broken reeds, 
and there is a great crowd of veterans ol 
the War in Belfast Workhouse. 


“NOT FORGOTTEN” SO /ETY. 


While ex-Service men who are fit, and 
those disabled to a certain extent,. are 
compelled largely to shift for themselves, 
it is gratifying to find that a “ Not For- 
gotten ” Association has been established 
in Belfast, to look after men still in 
hospital or nursing homes suffering from 
wounds sustained in the War. The idea is 
to bring a little happiness into the lives 
of these unfortunate individuals hidden 
away in institutions throughout the land, 
and in danger of being forgotten. There 
are already over a hundred members in 
the Belfast organisation, which has the 
Lord Mayor at its head, assisted by a re 
presentative committee, including General 
Young, C.I.E., D.S.O. ; Captain the Hon. 
Charles Mulholland, C.B.E., D.S.O. ; Cap- 
tain h.

The London Conference. 


Since the return of the Frénch delega- 
tion to Lotidon—this time with M. Briand 
at. its head—the proceedings at the Naval 
Conference have taken an entirely new 
turn. M. Briand insists that the time has 
arrived for the discussion of the political 
aspect of disarmament at sea. Hitherto 
the delegates have confined themselves 
strictly to technical matters, and their 
whole aim has been to devise a 
formula, in respect of cruisers and 
smaller craft. which would be accept- 
able to the five naval Powers. Already 
the French delegation has put a 
spoke in the wheel of progress by its 
point-blank refusal to accept the ratio 
suggested by the British and United States 
representatives. When M. Tardieu was in 
London he took the view that France must 
be the sole arbiter of her own require merits 
| at sea, as well as on land and in the air. 
| She must insist upon a certain minimum 
| strength in every category of naval] arma- 
ment; and, if the other Powers should 
decide to make those minima the bases of 
their naval establishments, that would be 
their own affair. Acquiescence in this 
thesis would have involved virtually an 
all-round increase in the naval armaments 
of Britain, the United States, Italy and 
Japan. The only thing that could be said 
in favour of M. Tardieu’s proposal was 
that it was honest. France has no belief

M. Briand demands that not 
only Britain, but also Italy, the United 
States and Japan, shall participate in a 
kind of naval Locarno, whereby France 
will obtain the same protection against 
Italy in the Mediterranean that she enjoys 
at present against Germany on the Rhine. 
Of course no such guarantee is feasible: 
for President Hoover could not be a party 
to a pact that would commit the United 
States to any European guarantee. In 
the next place, Britain already has 
pledged herself, in certain circumstances, 
to go to war on behalf of France, and 
she cannot make any new promises. She

for many years, and it is high time now 
that she should begin to look aiter her 
own that M. 
Briand demards are utterly unreasonable. 
We do not hesitate to say that naval dis- 
armament, purchased at such a price, 
would be too dear.

An English company proposes to estab- 
lish a “ national abattoir '” in Gloucester- 
shire, at the mouth of the Severn. The 
abattoir will receive, from all parts of the 
British Isles, fat cattle of the type known 
as “ baby beef,’’ for which it will pay a 
price of approximately eightpence a 
pound. In conjunction with the abattoir 
there will be leather works and chemical 
manure factories fer the profitable dis- 
posal of by-products, and the company 
intends to form a chain of retail shops 
throughout Great Britain at which its 
products will be sold. Such a system, 1 
it is well managed, ought to produce great 
economies, and it is expected that the 
retail price of beef furnished by the 
abattoir will be lower than the price 
which prevails now. We commend the 
scheme to the notice of Irish live-stock 
producers. Its advantages over the 
ordinary marketing methods seem to Le 
many and obvious, In the first place, a 
market is certain,. since the abattoir’s 
directors wish to receive beef from the 
British Isles only, if they can obtain 
enough to satisfy the public demand. 
Indeed, they are unwilling to purchase 
even Canadian beef until they are con- 
vinced that the domestic supply is in: 
sufficient. Thus it is evident that all the 
cattle which Ireland can produce will be 
bought eagerly. Secondly, the seller will 
receive a fixed price for his produce, and , 
no element of chance will enter his calcu- 
lation of profits. Important as these con- 
siderations are, the scheme offers yet 
another attraction. Under the present 
and traditional system cattle must be 
transported to England by various routes, 
and their transport involves delay and 
large costs. If the new system, however, 
is successful, the bulk of Irish live-stock 
will have one destination, and it will be 
possible to simplify and cheapen transport 
to no s. all extent. 


Norman Blood. 


Those are a numerous flock in whose 
veins the blood of Normandy courses.

A memorial tablet, 
inscribed with the names of those who 
accompanied the Conqueror on his notable 
expedition to England, will be placed in 
the Chateau of Falaise, and the claims 
of those who wish to be included will be 
tested with the utmost care. In a letter 
to The Times Mr. H. A. Doubleday, an 
authority on blood, says that very few can 
be proved actually to have accompanied 
the great William, and that the poem 
which has supported the assertions of 
many claimants was written a century 
after the Battle of Hastings. Perhaps, the 
newly disinherited will take refuge in a 
decrying of the title that once they held 
dear. Perhaps, still stricken with the love 
of lineage, they will denounce the few 
proven scions of Norman stock as the sons 
of parvenus, and will boast their descent 
from those proud Saxons who held England 
before the Norman came. It may be that 
they will spurn the tinsel ; mp of rank, 
and, justifying themselves with Sir Thomas 
Overbury’s statement—that “he who has 
nothing to boast of but his ancestry is 
like a potato, because all the good belong- 
ing to him is underground’’—will rush 
headlong into the arms of clamant de- 
mocracy. In the last resort they may 
console themselves with the reflection that, 
if the Norman blood is not theirs, at least 
they cannot be deprived of the simple 
faith. 


ARMY UNCERTAINTY. 


DECLINE IN RECRUITING IN 
BRITAIN. 


Uncertainty as to the future of the Army, 
owing to the publicity given to disarmament, 
is given as one of the factors causing a decline 
in recruiting in the annual report on the 
British Army issued yesterday. 

The year 1927-28 showed a return to normal 
after a Jean period in the preceding year, 
but the intake of recruits had not since been 
maintained. 

Other factors affecting recruiting were ex- 
pectations of a large increase in the unemploy- 
ment benefit, an increase in employment in 
certain industrial districts since April, trans- 
ference of labour under Government auspices 
from over-populated areas to other parts of 
the country, where employment was more 
easily obtainable, the particularly fine summer 
causing an increased demand for agricultural 
labour, and the influenza epidemic in 
February and its after effects on health. 

Only 28,131 recruits were taken on the 
““gtrength ” during the year ended last 
September, against 30,185 in the previous 
vear. Since January, 1929, there had heen 
a ‘‘steady decline, and, unfortunately, there 
are at present no indications of an early 
return to normal.”’

The Dublin Operatic 
season at the Gaiety 
ight, with Donizetti's 
dil Lammermoor,” which was revived alte 
a lapse of a quarter of a century. In the 
short couple of years of its existence this 
society has placed lovers of opera unde a 
deep sense of obligation, and that they have 
revieved such old works as Bellini's La 
Sonnambula,” and now ‘ Lucia di Lammer 
moor ” in sucessive seasons is proof positive 
of the enterprise and initiative guiding the 
destinies of the society. That their policy 
has been successful is apparent in the fact 
that their season this year is given in the 
Gaiety Theatre, and that their efforts are 
appreciated was manifest from the fullness 
of the house. 

It is hard for the average man to unde» 
stand how fashions came to be set in opera. 
Donizetti was most prolific of all opera com 
posers—he wrote upwards of sixty-five 
between the age of twenty-one and his death, 
thirty years afterwards, These included, in 
addition to the work under review, such com- 
positions as “ Elisir d’Amore,” “La 
Favorita.” and the “Daughter of the 
Regiment,”’ all of which enjoyed great 
popularity, not only during the composer 8 
lifetime. but down into the opening years 
of the present century. Then, for some 
reason or other—maybe the passing of the 
great stars of the operatic firmament-—they 
went out of fashion, much to the regret of 
many. 


HIS BEST-KNOWN COMPOSITION. 

Donizetti admittedly lacked the brilliance 
of his contemporary, Rossini, and the 
dramatic touch of young Verdi of his 
latter days, but there is through his work a 
rich melodic line, and he had a rare quality 
of drafting his compositions to show off the 
virtuosity of the great singers of his time 
“ Lucia di Lammermoor” is the best known 
of his compositions, because of its associa- 
tions with Sir Walter Scott’s novel, but 
more so because of its musical content. The 
Sextette and ensemble at the end of Act II. 
reaches considerable musical heights, and 
the third Act, which is devoted to the 
famous “ Mad Scene,” is one of the most 
trying and revealing tests possible. There 
is in the score an amount of redundancy, 
but in last night’s presentation the pruning 
knife had been skilfully used, and Maestro 
Viani offered a performance which avoided 
tiresome repetition and excellent continuity. 

As to the performance itself, it reached 
a standard of achievement that came as a 
most agreeable surprise to everybody. The 
cast was first-rate, and set one wondering 
at the wealth of vocal material there is in 
our midst in this city. 


THE, PRIMA DONNA. 

The opera is admittedly a show piece for 
the coloratura prima donna, and the young 
soprano, Miss Mamie Dingle, to whom fell 
the arduous task, accomplished her work in 
a manner that won her the whole-hearted 
applause of the big audience. From the 
moment of her entry attention focussed on 
her, and remained there until the 
tragic finale. The opening chorus of 
gentlemen was timid and shaky, and one ex- 
perienced an unpleasant feeling of suspense, 
uncertainty; then came the entry of Lucia, 
with her attendant, and immediately the real 
atmosphere of the opera was created, and in 
the ensuing passages the exquisite liquid 
qualities of the soprano set the audience at 
ease, and the story moved on. 

Miss Dingle’s  self-possession and ~con- 
fidence, her quality of voice, clear enuncia- 
tion and sense of phrasing were admirable. 
In all her work she was surprisingly good, 
even to those who are familiar with her sing- 
ing. Her great moments—and they are the 
great moments of the opera—were in the 
Mad Scene. Here her acting and singing 
reached a very high plane. One felt the 
strained, pent-up silence that settled down on 
the audience as they leant forward to 
watch the delicate interchange of the dialogue 
between the voice and the flute in those 
intricate cadenzas. It was a first-rate piece 
of coloratura work, and was reward2d with a 
great outburst of applause and a number of 
curtains at the end of the scene. Certainly, 
Miss Dingle justified her selection for this 
most difficult part. 


VILLAIN OF THE PIECE. 

Mr. John Nolan was a commanding figure 
as Sir Henry Ashton, the villain of the piece. 
He has a gloriously warm baritone of great 
range and flexibility, always well over his 
work, He was particularly clear in his 
diction, and every word and line carried its 
full meaning and weight. 

Mr. Henry Thornton had the tragic part of 
Lord Edgar. It calls for high histrionic as 
well as vocalistic powers, and he responded 
well. His voice is full and rich, and 
Was, on the whole, well managed. He 
gave a very commendable rendering of the 
trying aria, “‘Tomb of My Fathers,’’ in the 
last act. 

An old friend, Mr. Victor Stephen, brought 
from the ripeness of experience, some fine act- 
mg to the part of the tutor-chaplain 
Raymond. Miss Tessie Mooney in the part 
of Alice sang so well that one would have 
liked to hear more of her. 

The chorus were splendid in the two big 
ensembles. There were so many that the 
Stage could only with difficulty give them 
standing room, but every one of them was a 
Singer, and they achieved wonderful contrasts 
in expression. 

Maestro Viani very obviously knew his 
work inside and out, and had his orchestra. 
as well as players, always well under contrel. 
His reading of the work was reflected in the 
excellence of the performance, 

Mr. Herbert H. Bailey was the producer, 
and, as one exnects from him, the staging was 
excellent. The dressing deserves a special 
word of praise. All the costumes were made 
in the theatre, and were patterned after 
the mode of the sixteenth century. beine 
virtually replicas of the costumes worn for the 
production of the work at La Scala Opera 
House,’ Milan.

GAELTACHT HOUSING. 

The increase in the estimates for Local 
Loans is due largely to the grants and 
loans for housing under the Gaeltacht 
housing scheme and other measures, and 
the substantial increase in the estimates 
for Public Works and Buildings is ex- 
plained by the decision to erect and repair 
a number of Civic Guard barracks through- 
out the country.

SEA FISHING. 


THE THREE MILES 
LIMIT. 


NOVEL. POINT RAISED 
AT WATERFORD. 


- 


Where does the three-milea limit, de- 
fined under the Fishery Actg, begin and 
end off the Wexford coast! . A solicitov, 
prosecuting on behalf of the Minister for 
Fisheries, failed to satisfy District Justice 
McCabe at Waterford yesterday on the 
point, and he dismissed. a prosecution 
against the masters of two French fishing 
sinacks, | 

They were Jean Kerbroad, master of 
the fishing smack Cybele, and Bernard 
Le Guen, master of the fishing smack 
Asphodeie, who wei» charged on the infor- 
mation of Commander David Thompson, 
of the Irish Fisheries patrol steamer 
Muirchu, that he found them fishing on 
7th March off the Saltee Islands and 
within the preseribed area. 


THREE FRENCH SMACKS. 


He was patrolling from the south coast 
of Wexford, he said, and at about three 
o'clock in the afternoon he was drawing 
uear the Saltees when he observed three 
French lobster smacks—fairly ‘big sailing 
boats, he said, one between the two Saltee 
Islands, and two sailing outside the three- 
mile limit. He rang up “ full speed ”’ 
and steered towards the south end of the 
South Saltee. Thén he observed a small 
open boat with stuff which he took to be 
lobster pots. 

As he was getting towards the boat he 
lost sight of it, but from between the 
islands he saw the other two boats going 
as fast as they could .towards Kilmore, 
the extreme point of the Wexford coast. 
As they were in shallow water, he s ; his 
‘chief mate, Mr. Dwan, in pursuit in a 
motor launch. They were overhauled at 
Kilrance Pier and identified. 


THE POSITION OF THE SALTEES. 


Replying to Mr. R. J. Farrell, solicitor 
(who was instructed by Mr. A, A. 
Farrell, French Consul, Waterford), for 
the defence, witness said that where he 
saw the boats was within the three miles 
of the Saltees, but not of the mainland. 
He admitted that the Saltee Islands were 
uninhabited, but were islands just the 
saine, and his instractions were to bring 
in boats found within three miles of the 
Fastnet Rock. which the Free State 
claimed, and which was also uninhabited. 

Major Lloyd, Harbour Master, Dun- 
more East, deposed to warning the 
masters of eleven French fishing smacks 
lying there in February that the Saltees 
were within the three miles limit. 

Mr, Dwan, Chief Officer of the Muirchu, 
said that he had thirty years’ experience 
of this class of work. He found, he said, 
that fishing smacks lay off the coast and 
then sent small boats fishing within the 
prescribed area. 


THE THREE-MILES LIMIT, 


Mr. Farrell contended that the three- 
miles limit was measured from the 
extreme point of the mainland, and, as 
the Saltees were uninhabited, they could 
not be considered as part of the mainiand. 
The prosecution must say that they had 
fished within, the prescribed area. The 
Saltees were about fourteen miles off the 
mainland, and he contended, therefore, 
that they did not encroach on exclusive 
fishing limits, which apply to the British 
Isles, which he took to include the Irish 
Free State, under the Fishery Acts. 

District Justice—The Act of 1868 says 
that British fishermen shafl enjoy the ex- 
clusive rights of fishing within three miles 
from low-water mark along the coast. On 
the passing of the 1883 Act that was still 
undoubtedly in force, but there appears to 
have. been a convention between the 
British and French Governments as to 
distance off their coasts. 
any, must have occurred since the passing 
of the 1883 Act. and if the prosecution 
was to sncceed it must satisfy him where 
the three-miles limit began and ended. 

The Court adjourned to give . Mr. 
Butterworth, assisting the State Solicitor, 
an opportunity of arguing the point, bat 
on resumption he was anable to satisfy 
the Court, and the Justicé dismissed the 
prosecution without prejudice. 


PRINCE IN UGANDA 
GARDEN CITY. 


PLEASANT END TO LONG 
TRIP FROM NAIROBI. 


From Revter’s Correspon pent. 
ENTEBBE, Monday. 

His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales arrived here this afternoon and is 
making his headquarters at Government 
House during his stay here. 

Entebbe is a true garden city, set 
among green lawns and adorned with 
trees, on the shores of the blue ~Lake 
Victoria, which was looking its loveliest 
for the Prince’s arrival. 

The delightful drive in the sunshine 
along the thirty odd miles separating 
Kampala, the commercial centre of 
Uganda, from the administrative capital, 
formed the most pleasant conclusion pos 
sible to the long journey which His Royal 
Highness has made from Nairobi. 

After spending last night in the special 
train in which he left the Kenya capital, 
the Prince and his party transferred at 
ten o'clock this morning to motor cars at 
Tororo, just inside the Uganda border. 
The Jinja, famous as the source of the 
world’s greatest river, the Nile, was 
reached in time for lunch, which His 
Royal Highness took with the Provincial 
Commissioner, Mr. Weatherhead,

Meanwhile the cars were ferried across 
the river, and, at 1.30 p.m., the Prince 
resumed his journey, making splendid 
time until Kampala was reached at three 
o'clock, the party having averaged some- 
thing like forty miles an hour over this 
fine stretch of road. 

The Prince passed through Kampala at 
high speed, but a few white residents and 
natives who were lining the main street 
were delighted to get a glimpse of him. 
The traffic had been stopped on al) the 
ronds from Kampala for half an hour 
before his arrival, enabling the Prince to 
have a clear run through to Entebbe.

THE VOTE OF CENSURE.

APPEAL FOR GOVERNMENT 
ACTION. 


TRANSPORT SERVICE.

‘We cre at present speading something in 
the neignveurhvod ef 280,000 ' year Om 
aviation,’’ said Colonel Russell, speaking a 
Dundaik Technical School last night. he 
lecturer concluded an extensive tour of the 
eouuiry, undertaken under the auspices 
the Royel Dublin Soeiety, “to spread t 
gospel of civil avitation."’ 

Colonel Russel] said that he wished te 
inake a final appeal for action this year On 
the part of the Free State Government. 
appeal was particularly opportune, since t 
Minister for Finance was at the moment 
engaged on his forthcoming Budget. Com 
mercial aviation was a mew science 4 
required to be subsidised; consequently they 
were deeply concerned with Mr. Blythe's 
attitude. 

DUBLIN-LONDON SERVICE. 

A Dublin-London daily air service, which 
the lecturer advocated as the first step for 
the creation of a national air transport 
service, would require a maximum subsidy of 
425,000 per annum. Ground organisatican, 
cirectional wireless, hangar accommodation, 
and so forth, would cost about £5,000 per 
year. Altogether an annual Government 
grant of £50,000 would be required for such a 
service. That amount, however, had been 
deliberately selected as a maximum, though 
the amount of the subsidy might be consider- 
ably less im relation to the potentialities of 
the service, both for existing traffic and new 
traffic in the form of tourists., A subsidy of 
£25,000 per year assumed a traffic of one 
third of total capacity only. Jt would be pro- 
portionately less for a greater traffic volume, 
reducing fo as low a figure as, £5,000 under 
ideal traffic conditions and at a single fare of 
{4 per passenger and ls. per Ib. for freight. 
They must, however,. take the maximum 
figure, and endeavour to show that, even in 
the event of its being required, it would be 
money well spent. 

c OF AN AIR FORCE. 

The cost of military organisation at Bal- 
donne] was about £80,000 per year. Such a 
sum was utterly useless for a military air 
force. An air force maintained on an annual 
vote of £80,900 could only be déscribed as a 
futile service of make-believe. As a military 
unit, if it were not completely useless, it was 
the next thing to it. All that could be said 
for the organisation at Haldonnel was to 
describe it as a gallant attempt to keep the 
flame of aviation alight, pending the serious 
attention of the Defence Minister to the air

The universally 
accepted military doctrine’ said:—‘‘ Air 
power, like sea power, to be effective and 
permanent, must be based on a sound econo- 
mic development for peace purposes; on any 
other basis its basis must be artificial and 
burdensume in time of peace.” 

RESERVE TO ARMY AIR CORPS. 

Continuing, Colonel Russell said :—'' The 
Minister for Defence, recognising the value of 
a civil air line between Dublin and London 
as a reserve to the Army Air Corps, must 
be prepared to make a grant towards it from 
the Military Air vote.” The present Air 
vute was less than one sixteenth of the total 
Army vote. In other armies it was the prac- 
tice to appropriate one-fifth. The Army Air 
vote must be imcreased tu cover a definite 
and useful military establishment. 

The lecturer placed the Army air require- 
ments at four squadrons—a headquarters 
squadron, two service squadrons in per- 
manent dutv with the Army, and the fourth 
a reserve emploved on such a c'vilian line 
as that proposed between Dublin and London, 
He did not propose, however, that the Army 
should operate this reserve service, but that 
in return for the grant made towards it Air 
Force reservists should be exclusively em- 
ploved for its oneration. Nor did he propose 
that the contribution from the Army vote 
should be the total amount required by way 
of subsidy. The basis for the amount of 
contribution must be the exact value of ser 
ice as a reserve, and nothing more. His 
estimate of its value was £18,000 per year, 
which left a lalance of £12,060 to be pro- 
vided by direct vote for civil aviation. If 
this plan were followed the efficiency ot the 
Army would be improved bv the creaticn of 
a really useful Military Air force and by the 
presence of a reserve which must tend 
rapidly to increase. 

Ain TO TOUPIST TRAFFIC, 

Colonel Rvssell did not doubt that the 
country would approve of the direct vote of 
£12,000. plus the small extra cost of Govern- 
ment a‘'ministration, to help a nationa: air 
transnert service to a position of indepen.

FORMER . ACTRESS’S 
DEATH. 


PRIVY COUNCIL AND 
HUSBAND'S ACQUITTAL. 
The Tord Chancellor (Lord Sankey), Vis 

count Dunedin, and Lords Darling, Atkin 
and Thankertot, sitting as a Judicial Com. 
mittee of the Privy Council, yesterday issued 
their reasons for allowing the appeal of Dr, 
Benjamin Knowles, of Aberdeen, against his 
conviction at Kumasi, Ashanti, British West 
Africa, on November 21, 1928, on a charge 
of murdering his wife, Mrs. Harriet 
Knowles, formerly known as Madge Clifton, 
x music hall artist. He was sentenced to 
death, but the sentence was afterwards com- 
muted by the Governor of the Gold Coast 
Special leave to appeal to the Privy Council 
was then granted, and the appeal was 
allowed on November 19 last, and Dr 
Knowles was released. 

The judgment delivered yesterday by Lord 
Dunedin stated that the fatal flaw in the 
original judgment was that, having set 
aside Mrs. Knowles’s account of the occur 
rence as accidental, the Judge at once 
assumed that the only alternative of acci 
dent was murder. ‘The question as between 
manslaughter and murder was not dealt with, 
and the Board was, therefore, bound to con. 
sider whether the evidence reached the stan. 
dard of proof necessary to involve a con 
viction for murder. 

“They are clearly of opinion that it did 
not. A conviction for manslaughter might 
have been a different matter, But that is 
not before their lordships. They havi, 
therefore, humbly advi His Majesty to 
quash the conviction.”

Mr, Lleyd George retorted that he brought

000. Mr. Thomas had led them to believe 
that by February he would have made a 
definite impression upon unemployment, but 
actually the figures were 147,000 in excess of 
the figures this time last year. The time had 
come for a candid and fearless review of the 
Whele position, and his remarks would be 
made in a spirit of helpfulness and with the 
sole desire to convert House as @ whole 
into a Council ef State. This was a sabject 
which could well be discussed in a tranquil 
atmosphere. Next Thursday they would be 
m the midst of the fumes of controversy, and 
they would all be sent together to the old 
fiscal crater, which, he understood, was 
beginning to show signs of eruption. 
(Laughter. ) 

LOPSIDED ACTION. 

Now, as to this unemployment question, the 
Lord Privy Seal had worked hard, but his 
action had been lopsided. The right hon. 
gentieman had concentrated on efiecting a 
permanent remedy by achieving greater 
efficiency in industry, and had overlooked the 
fact that there was a temporary problem also 
lo be attended to. Mr. Thomas had taken 
too narrow a view of his responsibilities. 
Although the unemployment figures were very 
alarming, he saw no reason fer despondency 
and panic, which would cause apprehension 
that this country was losing its grip on trade. 
This was a temporary difficulty. and he was 
not satisfied that Mr. Thomas was facing it. 
The tendency of trade was upward. 

““Are not you sorry?” asked a Labour 
member. ! 

“ What a discreditable observation,’’ said 
Mr. Lloyd George, amid cheers. Proceeding, 
he said that he had been told that rationalisa- 
tion had been responsible for the cutting 
down of ten per cent. of labour, But, 
whatever the cause, somehow or other they 
seemed unable to break through the Hinden- 
burg line represented by one million unem- 
ployed. Some bold, strong, definite action 
was necessary. The Conservatives had a 
great new united federated welded policy. 
(Laughter.) But there was the question of 
time to be considered. Before that policy 
could become effective there would have to 
be a general election. In the next place the 
Conservatives would have to possess an effec 
tive majority. Then they had got to square 
the Dominions, and that was not so easy as 
squaring Lord Beaverbrook; and lastly, there 
was to be a referendum. All these things 
implied time. 

PENSIONS AT SIXTY. 

The Lord Privy Seal was invited to solve 

the problem by a short cut by giving pensions 
to everybody over sixty. That was a waste- 
ful, extravagant, fantastic proposal. What 
would become of the present Preaieaneent if 
they got rid of all men over sixty’ There 
was the Prime Minister, the Chancellor of 
the Excheqver and the Foreign Secretary— 
could they imagine the present Government 
without them? The Lord Privy Seal before 
he was sixty would learn two or three things 
that he did not seem to know now. e 
was glad to Jearn that the right hon. gentle- 
man was under the on of a very com- 
etent septuagenarian, Mr, Lansbury, who, 
ie believed, was trying to teach him some of 
the elements of this problem—more power to 
his elbow. (Laughter.) The Government 
ought to take a real survey of the needs of 
the nation, and put in hand works which 
sooner or later must be undertaken if the 
efficiency of the nation and the well-being of 
its people were to be maintained and in- 
creased. 

Take agriculture first. In this industry we 
were behind practically all the Western 
nations of Europe. e complained that 
there wasgno representative of agriculture on 
the Unemployment Committee. Sir Oswald 
-osley, like the late Earl Spencer, might well 
say: “I am not an agricultural labourer.” 
\uaughter.) Holland and Belgium were find- 
ing employment for a far larger number of 
people than we were, because they hadgcon- 
tinued the development of the industrial side 
with the agricultural side. We could double 
our agricultural production, and we had the 
best market in the world at our very door. 
In regard to afforestation, we had not made 
up for the devastation of the war, and in 
land reclamation we had done practically 
nothing. In many other things, such as 
canals and telepsones, we were lagging 
behind. Then there were the roads. ere 
there was the means of finding employment 
for many thousands. He urged Mr. Thomas 
to get away from his railway complex, and 
concentrate on road constructiun, 

Tiere was no part of the country which 
was not in urgent need of road widening, new 
bridges, by-passes, trunk roads, etc., and the 
Minister for Health would never be able to 
solve the slum problems or the housing 
problems until people got better access to the 
country, and better roads in the rural areas 
would be of creat hep to agriculture. 


WRONG METHODS. 

Mr. Wheat.ey deciared that there was a 
surplus of production in almost every neces- 
sity of life. Rationalisation of consumption 
was far more necessary than :ationalisation 
of production. Mr. Lloyd George had 
appealed for a national survey, but that 
would probably take as much time as the 
unification of the Conservative Party. 
(Laughter.) He helieved that Mr. Thomas 
had failed becarse he was attempting to reach 
a solution on the lines pursued by the Con- 
servative and Liberal Parties. The wrong 
methods were being apnvlied, and he had told 
Mr. Thomas that the people whose policy he 
was following would denounce him as a 
failure and a fraud. (Labour cheers.) That 
was what had happened. He had no doubt 
that Mr. Lloyd George would go.on threaten- 
ing unti] he got concessions from the front 
line of the Labour Party. 

** Good tuck to him if he gets anything out 
of them,” said Mr. Wheatley. “ He will be 
more fertunate than I have Feen.” (Lavchter.) 

Sir A. Steel-Mritland declared that 90 per 
cent. of the deterinration in the present sitra- 
tion was due to the Ick of security existing 
in the bisiness world. Employers did not 
know what the future had in store for them. 


MR. THOMAS’S ADMISSION. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas admitted quite frankly 
that the unemployment figures were bad. 
They were not only disappointing, but worse 
than anyone had a right to expect seven or 
eight months ago. Unemployment ought not 
to be approached from a purely party point 
of view, because it always carried with it 
too much human tragedy. It was a mistake 
to suppose that the Government were re- 
sponsible for the present situation. There 
was a world reaction “in trade. Germany, 
with all her protection, had at this moment 
3,258,000 unemployed: whilst America had 
nearly six millions unemployed. Curiously 
enough, Mr. Davis, the Secretary for Lahour 
in the United States, said that all would he 


well if he was given more protection, and, 


on the other hand, the President of the 
American Federation of Labour said t' at the 
only solution for unemployment was the 
(Laughter.) It was 
impossible to discuss the situation here with- 
out having regard to the world position. He 
did not for a moment a that the situation 
was due @ lack of ce in the Govern- 
ment, om to what was described as the 
obstinacy of the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in the matter of duties. The real cause was 
the slump in raw material, cótton, wool, 
silver, etc No manufacturers would. giy* 
orders oh a falling market.

In cross-examination by Mr. Tallan (defend- 
ing), Superintendent O'Halloran said that 
when he told Callaghan that he was inquiring 
about an incident that took place some years 
before Callaghan replied: “I know what you 
want me for.

Callaghan, himself, was the first to 
mention Skerries, 

Mr. Tallan objected to the admission of 
Callaghan’s statement to the witness on the 
ground that 1t was not volentary, and the 
Justice noted the objection. 


DIED ON ROADSIDE. 


James Duff, building contractor, Skerries, 
ieposed that ou the might of May 10, 1925, 
between 10 and 11 o'clock he was cycli 
towards Skerries from Lusk. A man nam 
Seaver, who had been in his company, was 
eveling ahead of him At the bottom of 
Hart’s Hill he met James Tyrell ard had 
a conversation with him. When witness re- 
sumed his journey he met a motor car coming 
from the direction of Skerries. Witness con- 
tinued on for 300 yards or so, and when he 
did not overtake Seaver he turned beck, 
thinking he had missed him. Then, on the 
roadside and Jying across a bicycle, he found 
Tyrell, the man he had been talking to a few 
minntes before. He was dead. 

Witness saw a mtor car stopped up the 
road and a man talking to the driver. Before, 
however, he could reach them the car moved 
off. Witness shouted to the man to take the 
number of the car, and the man shouted back 
that he had the number. That man was 
Monson, who had been with Tyrell. 

John Doherty, a saxophonist employed in a 
theatrical company, deposed that he was

town in May or June, 1925. One night 
Callaghan had supper with witness. [In the 
course of conversation Callaghan asked wit- 
ness did he know anyone in Skerries named 
Tyrell. Witness replied that he knew several

At Arlington National Cemetery, where 
the former President will rest with 
America’s great soldiers and statesmen, 
the prayers will be followed by the recita- 
tion of Tennyson’s “ Crossing the Bar,” 
and by a mfltary salute. 

Congress met to-day, but onlv lone 
enough to adopt resolutions of condolence 
und to appoint committees to attend the 
Funeral Services. They then adjourned 
until Wednesday.

BRITISH PROPOSAL 
CONFERENCE. 
From Revter’s ConnREsPoNDENT, 


GENEVA, Monday. 

Sir Eric Drummond, the Secretary- 
General of the League of Nations, was 
to-day informed of the intention of the 
British Government to submit at the next 
session of the Council at Geneva on May 
13th a proposal to hold a conference of 
States signatory to the Convention for the 
control of the international] traffic in arms; 
ammunition and materials of war. 

The conference would ¢onsider the 
methods of assuring within the shortest 
possible period the entry into force of the 
convention concluded in 1926. ' 

The convention was signed by thirty: 
four States, including the United States 
of America. It was only ratified by seven 
States—China, Eevpt, Frange, Liberia, 
the Netherlands, Poland and Venezuela. 
Fourteen States must ratify before the 
convention can "e put into force. 

The request of the British Government 
has\been inscribed on the agenda of the 
next session, and has been communicated 
to all States members of the League.

GRAVE IN CHURCHYARD ON A

MANY MEN EJECTED. 

Lively scenes were witnessed in St. 
Andrew's Hall, Glasgow, last night when 
about a score of interrupters were ejected 
from a mass meeting held in protest 
against the Soviet persecution of Russian 
Christians. Clergymen of all denomina- 
tions were present at the meeting, which 
was attended by an overflow audience. 

The trouble began when many people, 
unable to gain admission to the hall, 
rushed the doorways and were repelled 
by attendants. 

When the Chairman, Lord Provost 
Kelly, of Glasgow, rose to address the 
meeting, he was immediately subjected to 
interruption. When he _ referred to 
religious persecution in Russia, a man 
cried, “ It’s a lie, it’s a lie.’’ 

In the next fifteen minutes interrup- 
tions and scuffles among the audience 
were almost continuous, and at one time 
no fewer than five men were being, ejected 
at the same time. Several women were 
ulso among the interrupters. 

A clergyman on the platform protested 
against the interrupters being removed 
from the meeting, and on his objection 
being ignored he left the meeting. 

Comparative order was eventually 
restored and the meeting proceeded.

Another Lerd Chancellor hid the 
symbol so effectively that he could not find 
it when it was needed, and the business of 
State had to wait until he remembered where 
he had put it.

BRIGHTER COSTUMES. 


A COACHING SCHEME APPROVED 
v BY A.5S.A. 


A motion in favour of brighter swimming cos- 
tumes Was carried at the annual general meeting of 
the Amatenr Swimming Association at Bournemouth 
last Saturday. In future competitors at galas held 
under the auspices of the Association will be able 
to make their meetings gay with coloured cos- 
tumes. The rules of the Association were amended 
for this purpose, because hitherto the rules per- 
mitted only dark blue or black costumes to he 
worn by competitors, women and men, Coloured 
costumes are now allowed “ where the material is 
of wool or non-transparent texture.” 

Mr. Myers, of Bradford, who introduced the 
subject, said that cotton costumes in colours were 
not suitable, but coloured wool costumes were now 
available, and woukl add some charm to their 
competitions. “Ladies are now going in for 
smarter and better-looking costumes,” he said, 
“and I am afraid we shall be set at deflance.”’ 

After passing the resolution allowing coloured 
costumes the meeting, authorised the Committee to 
consider the existing regulations relating to AS.A. 
costumes, a report to be submitted to the Asso 
ciation Council on any changes. 

CONTRIBUTIONS FOR COACHING. 

A proposal before the meeting had as its object 
the raising of a fund for the purpose of funding 
a scheme of coaching. The following resolution 
was carried:—* That the Association revenue be 
raised for 1930 as heretofore by calling on clubs, 
and that a voluntary fund he created for the pur- 
pose of coaching and training, such funds to be 
raised and administered by a special coaching and 
management committee to be elected forthwith.” 
This committee was elected, and the proposals in 
the report as to the coaching and training scheme, 
with a view to providing competent swimmers for 
the next Olympic Games in 19352 at Los Angeles, 
was left to this special committee to carry out, 

Mr. A. Kerin (Surrey) said that 
conditions Bnglish swimmers were fighting against 
unfair competition. “We have not got the swim. 
mers in Engtand who ean give the time as 
amateurs to reach the standard which is neces- 
sury.” he said. “ Every other nation we compete 
against,” he added, “rides rough-shed ever the 
amateur laws, and unless we allow our swimmers 
te do the same they will never aitain the standard 
of other countries. Until we are prepared to foliow 
the ether nations and provide swimmers who are 
paid to compete against them we should drop out 
of international contests, onless other nations 
amend their laws so that their swimmers are really 


amateurs.’

The Free State Civil Service Compensatior: 
Committee resumed its sittings yesterday at 
89 Merrion square, Dublin, Judge Davitt pre- 
siding. 

Mr J. Cuthbert, postman, Dundalk, a 
native of Great Yarmouth, stated that he 
served in the British Army from 1906-1909 
and from 1914 to 1919, and has a disability 
pension, He was retiring because of change 
of Government, and he did: not want to serve 
the Free State Government. He had the 
feeling that he was not popular in Dundalk. 
He had heard the remark, ' Why doesn’t 
he go back to his own country? ”’ 

Answering Mr. Doolin—He said that he 
was married to a Dundalk woman, but would 
return to Great Yarmouth, He was aware 
that by having put in his application before 
March 1st, 1929, he stood to gain under the 
Wigg-Cochrane decision. He still felt an 
exile, and did not think that he would get 
acclimatised in this country. 


INCHIGEELA MAN AND PRO-BRITISH, 
Mr. D. O'Sullivan, Grade Bb, Post Office 
assistant, Thurles, stated that he had served 
in the British Army. He was strongly pro- 
British, and had a decided objection to 
serving under the Free State.

A GOVERNMENT'S DUTY.

ROTARY CLUB LECTURE, 


- 


Mr. Joseph Milroy, President of the Dublin 
Industrial Devel pment Association, délivered 
an address on “ Industry and the part that 
Government ought to play in the advence- 
ment of Trade and Commerce,” before a 
meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club yester- 
day in Clery’s Restaurant. 

The national call to-day, he said, was for 
unselfish service, and the best service that 
men of education, charactér, and experience, 
such as he was addressing, could give would 
be to apply themselves to the study of our 
economic problems, which called for solution 
almost. from the. depths of despair, The 
progress of a country could be computed 

aatitnehe and integrity 
of its people; and, judged by that standard, 
we were making no progress. The position 
of the living nation was one of humiliation. 

‘‘Our people,” continued the speaker, 
“have sunk into a state of apathy and 
sullon indifference, and free. play has been 

iven to anti-national influence, which has 

locked our economic progress and frustrated 
national development. We have inherited an 
économie system that grew up under forvign 
domination, which destroyéd our industries, 
depopulated our country, and generated 
social conditions that have embedded a large 
section of our people in permanent destitu- 
tion. This system, that proved so disastrous 
to the country, gave rise to the growth of 
powerful and profitable interesis of agents 
of foreign production; and now, with the 
unirammelled freedom that we possess to 
make the welfare of our people the prime 
consideration, comes the inevitable clash of 
interests, and in the conflict. our people are 
going down.” 

LIVING IN THE PAST. 

Responsible statesmen, said Mr. Milroy, 
were joining with our economists, who were 
still living ma bye-gone age, in\ crying for 
cheap production, prices at international 
level, and cheap goods for export. That 
was the position of the real nation—a people 
leaderless on the road to economic progress, 
a country drifting to economic decay. The 
country looked in vain for constructive pro- 
posals commensurate with the gravity of our 
economic condition, and the people were sick 
of the foolish talk that was being served up 
tá them important pronouncements by 
public men. Let them ask themselves what 
was the first duty of the Staie. It was nof 
cheap production or prices at international 
level; but its duty was to feed, clothe, house 
and educate its own nationals, denying sub- 
sistence (o none, and granting to each 
the right to enjoy to the fullest extent a 
share in its privileges, interests and comforts, 
compatible with the ability to contribute ww 
its wealth, and regulating the national pro- 
ductivity io that end. Bi 

We want men to rise above party politics 
and self-interest, he went on, and lead us on 
the road of economic progress—progress that 
will connote the welfare and interests of the 
people. We want to reclaim those who are m 
squalor and misery and make them respon- 
sible citizens of the State, enjoying the 
amenities of modern civilisation, not depend- 
ing on doles and charity for their daily 
bread in a land that is se well able to supply 
abundance for all. We want our factories 
working, our land tilled, the purchasing 
power of our me increased by regular 
employment, and the retention of the profits 
of industry in theGintry. We want a bank- 
ing system that/ will make our banks the 
power-houses fort cfedit for national develop- 
ment. We do nóyf want the onus thrown on 
a few stragginit. manufacturers to prove 
before a small body of civil servants that 
their industry requires a tariff. We want the 
people’s Government, the proper gaardians of 
the national interest, to see that the native 
product is sold in the country, and we want 
all the help of the State thrown in to develop 
cur production and make it efficient and 
economical. 

Our economists build up their theories of 
economical world production in their studies, 
only to find them shattered when they come 
in contact with the realities of everyday life. 
As Sir E. Benn says, ‘‘they are still living 
in an age when marginal utility was an im- 
portant factor.” Our parasites and men of 
affluence, secure in snug jobs or in receipt of 
pensions, have little thought for unselfish 
service in the interests of their less iortunate 
countrymen, 


THE PEOPLE'S WORK, 

Mr. Keith Eason, moving a vote of thanks, 
said that, if Ireland was in a backward 
position and the people meant to make pro- 
gress in business a iu other ways, it was 
the people themselves, and not the Govern- 
ment, who could, and should, do it. There 
were a great many commodities imported 
into 6 thhis”—=—s country = from across the 
water, and IL depended on the 
people themselves, and not on the 
Government, to stop that traffic, for they 
Ought to buy goods of Irish manufacture. 
Advertising the goods and salesmanship were 
what were wanted to solve the problem. 

Mr. J. Walter Beckett, T.D., seconding the 
vote of thanks, deprecated the pessimistic 
views of Mr. Milroy. He did not think the 
country was in such a hopeless condition as 
Mr, Milroy had described it. They could not 
forget what the country had gone through— 
revolution and civil war. The country that 
had so quickly accommodated itself to the 
situation that confronted it, and that in so 
short a time had improved the National out- 
look was not to be despaired of. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Charles McGloughlin said that he did 
not agree with the statement that the 
Government coild do nothing for the people 
and that the people should do everything for 
themselves. The Government, he said, in- 
terferes very much with the people, and when 
national decay set in here, as in England, it 
was time that the Government stepped in. 
He believed the decay had gone so far that 
it could not be arrested without the assist- 
ance of the Government. 

“Mr. Eason,” he said, “ forgets that the 
Government ours, and that it ean do us 
good service if it only has the confidence and 
support of the people. (Hear, hear.) But 
it undoubtedly does hinder us in many ways 
and takes the responsibility of not helping 
us. It is our tool, and we have the right to 
use it for the government of the county.”
